1. The Principal Institute for Aviation in Varsaw (Glowny Instytut Lotnietiume- 
GIL) 4s still in an embryonic state because of Soviet reotrictiona. 


2. The first direetor of GIL wis Wladyslaw Pisadon, who had returned to Polend 
from England after the war. Since late 1948 the director has been Romicli', 
a prewar speclalist and formerly head of the construction board of the Lublin 
aoroplane factory. The only welleknowm, pre«war oxrert working at GIL is Ing. 
Janik, who returned from Turkoy after the var. About 20 young anrinsers are 
also employed there, and anong then is one Brzegka who is clever and extromly 
industrious. 


3. The institute library has been conpleted, An aerodynamic tunnel for the test- 
ing of prototypes has been built, and this tunnel is also used by the air force, . 


4. The institute is building a helicopter but lacks parts and accessories, A 
German jet engine is also being rebuilt for practice use, Several such on= 
Zines were found in Poland after the war. They were in varying stages of 
repair and sone were oven new and unimown, One damaged enrine, which is a Jumo 
OO4—B, was left by the Russians, and the others «ere sent to the USSR in 1945 
together with several German experts. It is reported that the Soviet YAK=15 is 
fitted with a modified version of the Juno-004-B engine, which is now designated 
H-4,.
